materialy decreased. For years natives 
have been- dying from the use. of wood 
alcohol, the popular name of, the spir- 
its. : The high price of liquor and beer 
and the unrestricted sale of wood' alco- 
hol have combined to make the spirits 
a common drink for the poor inebriate. 
In the course of a few days, a month 
or -so ago,' there, were, half a dozen 
deaths from .this poison. 


When the matter was brought to the 


attention of the Board of Health a 
•committee consisting, of Dr. Cooper and 
George W. Smith .was appointed , to 
"draw, up recommendations to .be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. The follow- 
ing was the report of the committee,

If those who are ' skeptical . as to 


whether oranges may be grown In the 
valleys of our Islands will but go to the 
home of B. F. Dillingharo on Punahou 
and Beretahla streets and view there 
the golden fruit that hangs amid the 
luxuriant green' foliage of the fifty 
trees growing about in the DiUingham 
orchard they will no longer doubt. 


Fifteen years ago Mr. and Mrs. Dil- 


Ungham began an experiment. They 
saw no reason why orange trees should 
not thrive in the valley wherein was 
their home and they determined to at 
tfeast give them a chance. So whenever 
an especially fine orange came into the 
DiUingham household they took the 
seeds from It and planted them. Those 
seeds sent forth their shoots aad in 
each mound where .one was planted fif- 
teen years ago-now stands a, strong,- 
handsome tree, beavUy laden with, 
large, golden oranges Of different va- 
rieties.

j "It is a criminal offense to prevent

'want to. Because certain United States 
statutes do not apply in the state of 
California it is no plgn that they do not 
apply in Hawaii. The United States 
laws 'obtain bete directly, whereas the 
States are sovereign and enact their 
own laws. This boycotting IB Just as 
Illegal under tbe Territorial .laws here 
as it is under the United States.law, 
because it-is a conspiracy at common 
law.

Territorial courts neAe inherent rights. 
The United State? courts have Jurisdic- 
tion simply because Congress has made 
It so by act of Congress.

On the Islands. 


Honolulu Plantation Will Be Abie to 


Produce 200 Tons of Sugar 


per Day. 


T 


HE new mill which the Rladon Iron 


Works- is installing at the Hono- 
lulu plantation, Oahu, will be 
ready to grind cane about Feoru 


ary 18, according to the statement of 
P. Schneider, resident manager of the 
Risdon company* to an. Advertiser re- 
porter yesterday. The mitt has gone up 
with astonishing rapidity, the first 
work having been commenced on June 
20 of laat year. The mill covers an 
area of 42,000 square feet and Is one 
of the largest on the Islands.

which caused somewhat of a delay. The 
mill win have & capacity of ISO to 200 
tons of sugar every twenty-four hours 
anerHhe machinery has been so arranged 
that the plant can be doubled in the 
same building area without displacing 
any of the present structures. The 
crushing capacity of the mitt consists 
of a 84 by 78 nine-roller mill, with the 
crusher driven direct from one man en- 
gine. The boiler house is equipped with 
seven 250-horse power Heine trash- 
burning boilers fitted with Risdon Au- 
tomatic feeders, many of which are in 
use In other plantation mills, 


The boiling house has the latest anc 


best machinery known in the sugar 
manufacturing fields. There are three 
11-foot Kilby pans, Lily evaporators, 
and a crystallizing plant which will be 
sufficient to take oft the crop of 200 
tons per day. A novel feature in the 
construction of the crystallizing plan 
is the method of driving, clutches be 
ing used for this purpose, which doei 
away with the numerous belts whlcl 


f obstruct the passageways and are as 


a general thing- dangerous in an estab 
lishment containing- so much machin 
ery. The plant has sixteen 42-inch wa 
ter driven centrifugals, the power fo 
driving which is derived from two Ris 
don high duty pumping engines, thr 
first of this type to be used in the Ha 
wailan Islands 
The centrifugals an 


also equipped with automatic convey 
ore and machines for drying the sugar 
before bagging. 
Steel has been used in the construe 


tion of the building throughout. This 
as well as the machinery within th 
structures, was constructed entirely by 
the 'Risdon Iron Works. 
4n connection with the mill will be 
installed large receiving warehouses fit- 
ted with conveyors for stacking and 
conveying the sugar after being bag- 
ged. The* company has also installed 
three pumping plants, all of a capacity 
of nine, seven and twenty million gal- 
lons of water per day. This makes the 
fifth pumping plant which the Risdon 
people have Installed on the plantation 
property.
